uuns FORMING FOR RELIEF. 


A fire, which in peculiarity of origin and 
features resembles the historic Chicago fire 
‘of 1871, consumed a large section of the City 
of South Chicago yesterday afternoon. Dry 
as tinder from the recent drought the build- 
ings fed the flames like oil, and in two hours 
from the time the first alarm was turned in 
twenty-five acres of the residence territory 
had been leveled to the ground and 
1,000 people had been rendered homeless. 
Sixty thousand people stood by and saw the 
flames eating their way through the fairest 
portion of their city without being able to 
arrest them for one instant in their fierce on- 
slanght. 

Although no fatalities resulted, several fire- 
men and householders were hurt. Those most 
getiously injured are:

, they brushed the embers up against the 
fence with a broom and threw a pail 
water over the whole to squelch the 
mes. This was the beginning which 
will be memorable in the history of South 
Chicago. Fire ate its way into the fence and 
ftom the fence into the kitchen of Mrs. Col- 


bdert's house, No. 149 Ninety-first street. The

four two-story frame houses on the north side 
of Ninety-first street were soon swept away. 
From the six houses then on fite the flames 
sprang across Ninety-first street to the south 
side, where three frame structures as quickly 
disappeared before the sweep of the flames. 
South on Superior avenue five two-story 
frame houses caught fire from the current of 
hot air loaded with sparks, and, these struct- 
ures ablaze, the increasing volume of flame 
leaped across Superior 

west side, 
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hundred houses and two churches, 
nearly all of recent build. They were mostly 
two and three story structures and of frame. 


Scarcely any of the contents were saved, o w- 


ing to the fierce onslaught of the flames. The 
Sunday Creek Coal company’s docks were al- 
most totally destroyed. A conservative esti- 
mate places the total lossat $600,000, the loss 
of the coal company alone being $220,000. 
The district was almost exclusively occupied 
by residences and very few’ business houses 
were lost. As it was 1,000 people were ren- 
dered homeless and had to depend on the 
charity of neighbors for a place to rest their 
heads. Many of them had all their earnings 
saved up and laid away in bureau drawers 
and out-of-the-way places, and in few cases 
were they able to save these sums represent- 
ing years of labor. Men in the Illinois 
steel works, which at one time was 
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grew into an immense sheet of flame almost 
as soon. A strong west wind here came to 
succor the flames, and in an instant sparks 

deposited 


were carried high into the air and 
on adjoining houses. = 

To show the rapidity with which the flames 
devoured the structures in their path it is said 
the high wind carried burning embers for 
over two blocks on Ninety-first to Mack- 
ina w avenue afd there deposi them, leaving 
them todo their work of destruction.. The 
flames caught immediately on the dry rbofs, 
and when the fire department responded it 
had two fierce fires instead of one to battle 
with. Asif rejoicing in the hardship and 
damage it was causing the west wind took up 
its work again, and, spreading the flames, 
carried them to the Strand. Nor did 
it stop there, but the Methodist 
Church was attacked and the Swedish 
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fire. All the good the extra engines could do 


was to keep the flames from spreading 
* of their path. ee, 
police were powerless to handle 
crowd. After the first fury of the fire oe 
passed a great wave of people pressed for- 
ward down Ninety-first street. Near the depot 
they were stopped and held for some time by 
the police, but they pressed on by foot until 
at 1lo’clock they were in the heart of the 
burned district. Then an attempt was made 
to drive the people out, but it was too late, 
and they were left in possession. 

When the fire had gained considerable 
headway, and reinforcements from the City 
Fire Department had responded to the special 
call, they were delayed, it is said, on Ninety- 
first street by a freight train on the Illinois 
Central tracks which blockaded the way. The

From the frame building in which the fire 
had its origin and before the few fire engines 
ofthe district could make the slightest, im- 
pression upon the flames they bounded east- 
ward between Ninety-first and Ninety-second 
siteets in the direction of the lake. House 
after house rapidly fell before the sweep of 
fire. After passing Superior avenue the 
flames reached and crossed Ontario avenue, 
Boffalo avenue, Mackinaw avenue, Green 
Bay avenue, and were only stopped in their 
eastward course by a street running north 
and south. 

Among the first buildings to fall was the 
First Methodist Church at Ninety-first and 
Superior avenue, and long before its spire had 
toppled to the ground the new German Lu- 
theran church on the opposite corner was 
blazing. Hardly had these more pretentious 
structures been leveled to the ground than the 
fre was detected in a dozen places further 

east. The local department, a branch of 
Chief Swenie’s service, had called upon all 
the help in the immediate district, but by the 
time the First Methodist Church was well on 
fire it was seen that every effort must be made 
every source to prevent the destruc- 


: tion of the greater part of the town. 


Engines to the Rescue. 

The central fire alarm office immediately 
and long before 5 o’clock sent to the fire 
every engine that could be spared in the South 
Side of the city. The Yosemite, the giant fire- 
boat lying at the foot of La Salle street, was 
burried from its dock, and with the call for 
extra help was soon plowing its way through 
the waters of the lake in its nine-mile race to 
the far southern section where the fire was 
Taging.

ple began to give way to the panic which 
another hour precipitated a flying army 

the other portions of the city. 

North of Ninety-first street on Superior 
avenue the early stages of the fire burned 
five one and one-half story frame cottages 
belonging to John Mason. Just east of Su- 
perior avenue, on the north side of Ninety- 
tirst street, was the home of John Harrington, 
which soon melted away, and it was then that, 
jumping to the southeast corner of Superior 


avenue and Ninety-first street, the German 


Lutheran churcb was attacked by the long 
tongues of flame. 

A saloon on Ninety-first street, between 
Buffalo and Superior avenues, next catching 
fire added its fuel to the flames and then in 
quick succession were added the three-story 
frame house of John Wicks on Ninety-first 
street, in the immediate vicinity, the three- 
story frame belonging to Frank Salt on the 
north side of Ninety-first street, between Buf- 
falo and Mackinaw avenués; the grocery 
store belonging to Herman Lingquist on the 
north side of Ninety-first street, between Su- 
perior and Buffalo avenues. 

Flames Spread to the Docks. 

By this time and with most of these build- 
ings ablaze, so great had become the volume 
of heated and fiame-laden air that was sweep- 
ing toward the lake that it was seen the fire 
must spread to the dreaded district of the 
docks. The fears of the department and the 
citizens were well founded, and before the 
scores of engines had made the least appre- 
ciable effect upon the progress of the flames 
the great docks of the Sunday Creek Coal 
company, at Harbor avenue and the river, 
were burning. Over 36,000 tons of coal were 
stored in the bins belonging to this company, 
which extend for 500 feet along the river 
front. 

The earliest estimate ventured by an on- 
looker was that the loss at this place alone 
could easily reach $200,000. When the fire 
began in the coal yards every engine that 
could be spared and the powerful steamer 
Yosemite as soon as it reached the harbor were 
brought to fight the battle which was to decide 
whether the fire was to be mastered or burn 


itself out. 
Sparks of Fire Carried Two Blocks. 

In fifteen minutes from, the time the first 
fire had broken out the strong west wind 
blowing at the time had carried the sparks 
for two blocks east to Mackinaw avenue, 
where a new blaze of as large dimensions as 
the first one started on its course of desola- 
tion. It seemed as if one strong gust of 

me would swallow up a building in an in- 
stant and then leap with incredible rapidity 
over to the next one. Thus it was that very 
few people had an opportunity to save any of 
the furniture belonging to the houses, 

Many of the people were away with friends 
at the Fair and their houses were closed and 
ocked, leaving the ‘contents at the mercy of 
the flames. In one hour from the time the 
fire commenced it had reached to the Strand 
and down to the Calumet River. In less than 
an hour more this immense sheet of flame 
had leveled every structure on this territory, 
and all that was to be seen wasa long and 
wide blazing pile of débris. 

It was just eleven minutes from the 
time the first alarm was turned in 
until Engine Company No. 46, the 
only one South Chicago has, was 
on the scene. Hook and Ladder No. 17 was 
on the ground a little later. Capt. Smith of 
the engine company saw the danger and at 
once sentin a secondalarm. Even this did 
not suffice, and an appeal was made to the 
city office for every engine that could be 
spared. Soon every engine within a distance 
of six miles was on its way to the scene of 


Two Hundred Houses Burned. 


The district burned over is five and one-

In many cases it was necessary to use force 


to prevent them from going 


which only they knew the hiding-place. 

It was miraculous that no lives were lost, 
for at times it seemed as if everything within 
reach of the flames would beingulfed. The 
South Chicago police kept a strict watch, and 
nobody but firemen was allowed near the 
burning buildings. Several firemen were 
overcome by heat and had to be carried 
away. Lieut. Murray of Company 
46 was badly hurt by (falling walls 
late in the evening and was taken away. 
Joseph Conroy of Engine Company 47 was 
badly hurt by» a hose coming uncoupled 
early in the fire and was taken awayina 
patrol wagon. His injuries were not danger- 
oud. 

It was feared at one time that the entire 
town would fall a victim to the flames. Goods 
were packed and everything got in readiness 
for a hurried departure. Every express wagon 
and other vehicle in the town was 
put into use and helped carry the 
contents of threatened houses to places of 
safety. Goods which had been dumped out 
on Superior avenue, Ninety-first and Ninety- 
second streets, Mackenzie avenue, and the 
Strand during the early progress of the fire 
were soon surrounded by flames and con- 
sumed with the buildings, It was enough 


into the nearly 
“burnt Buildings to save the little hoard of 
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Lutheran Church just across the 
way at the corner of Ninety-first street and 
Superior avenue was 80 

for the sea of flames raging around them. It 
was only for a few minutes, and then they fell 
with a crash, narrowly missing the crowd that 
stood near and developing into a seething 
furnace of flames beyond quenching. 

Now the path of the fire swung to the north, 
and the buildings from Ninety-first street half 
way to Ninety-second and down for a dis- 
tance of a third ofa mile to the river were 
swept as with a seythe. Two trains, one 
loaded with coal and the other with hay, 
stood in front of H. R. Beck's im- 
mense lumber yards and prevented 
the further advance of the flames. 
Great fear was expressed that the lumber 
yards would catch fire, and if they had the 
flames would have crossed the Calumet River 
and spread on the other side. A number of 
fire engines were placed at this spot and did 
effective work. The trains were burned but 
the advance was staid. The great coal 
yards at the foot of Ninety-first street could 
not be saved and soon wefe afire. Thirty-six 
thousand tons of coal were stored here. It 
slowly but totally was consumed. 

The fire-boats Chicago and Yosemite were 
placed on the other side of the coal yards in 
the river and did good service although they 
were unable to get much play owing

Thankful that they were still well, 
strong men stood around with their wives and 
children and wept at the sight of the product 
of years of energy and toil quickly fading be- 
fore their eyes and at the thought that years 
more must elapse before they could hope to 
regain their former independence.

Fire Creeps Up the Fence, 

Idly brushing the fire up against the fence 
and throwing a pail of water on it to prevent 
the danger of its spreading the little girls 
rested secure. Slowly creeping up along the 
fence until it had gained some headway the 
red-tongued monster escaped over into the 
rear part of William Gillis’ house, 
No. 162 Ninety-first street. A spark 
set fire to William Dempsey’s 
house in front at the same time and 
to eye-witnesses it was not over five minutes 
until both houses were doomed.

Fred 
Donont, living at No. 64 Ninety-first street, 
was burned on the face and arms. 

Robert Guina, No. 89 Ninety-tirst street, 
was carried out overcome by smoke, Martin 
Burke in the excitement fell from a second- 
story window at No. 90 Ninety-first street and 
was injured internally. 

A violent explosion of twenty-one gallon 
cans of gasoline in Johnson’s store, No. 120 
Buffalo street, injured the proprietor, Many 
other persons were slightly injured by falling 
timbers and being overcome by heat and 
smoke during the progress of the fire. 

Criticise the Fire Department. 

Considerable criticism of the Fire Depart- 
ment was indulged in around the burned 
homes. South Chicago has only one fire- 
engine, to begin with, and is handicapped by 
a plethora of frame buildings, but 
it is said the lone engine took eleven 
minutes to go b a mile to 
the fire and used up another twenty before it 
threw a stream. Those who saw the fire start 
say the flames could have been controlled dur- 
ing the first thirty minutes had the department 
acted more promptly. After that time not all 
the engines in Chicago could have stopped the

PATHETIC SCENES AT THE RUINS. 


Homeless Victims Dazed by the Sudden 
Calamity—Cared for by Friends. 

The catastrophe came upon the people, so 
suddenly that little organized relief was given 
to the sufferers last night. The Calumet 
Theater and Liberty Hall on Commercial 
avenue were both thrown open to those 
rendered homeless, but the news that there 
was shelter to be had was poorly disseminated 
and few knewofit. People stood and talked 
and wondered what they could do and ended 
by doing nothmg. Whatever was done in the 
way of relief was done by individual effort, for 
no one took the lead of the crowds of willing 
people. Several subscription lists were 
started, but as a rule they were not in the 
hands of citizens known to the public, and 
people were chary of subscribing, fearing they 
might be victimized. 

Not till long after 10 o’clock did the 1,500 
homeless people recover themselves suffi- 
ciently to look fora place to rest for the women 
and little ones. Up to that time men and 
women wandered about the streets in the 
neighborhood of the fire, seemingly without a 
sense of their loss. Upin the heart of the 
town there were little groups of women 
and children sitting about on the side- 
walks waiting for the husbands and fathers 


to provide shelter for them. They seemed to 


have the utmost confidence in their pro- 
tectors, and were somewhat dazed when asked 
where they would stay. 

Soon after 10 o’clock the many visitors 
from South Chicago to the Fair began to ar- 
rive in the town. Many of them had seen an 
angry red glow on the sky in the direction of 
their homes, but paid little attention to the 
sign. The first intimation these people had 
of the disaster awaiting them was 
when they arrived on the elec- 
tric cars and Illinois Central trains. 
Friends soon made the full extent of the loss 
known and the returned sightseers hurried to 
the still burnihg ruins of their homes. Whole 
families had been away to the Fair and all 
their belongings had been lost during their 
absence. Money was left at home in sup- 
posed security and the savings of many 
months were lost in the general ruin. 

Occasionally some woman with a tear- 
stained face and helpless air would call her 
little flock of children around her and count 
them fearing that even then they would be 
taken from her. There were many visitors at 
the homes of these poor people and as they re- 
turned from the Fair grounds they were more 
helpless than those who had lost much more. 
Several cases were reported where guests at 
different homes had lost all their money 
and railroad tickets and had thus 
become subjects of charity until 
they could hear from their homes. At 11 
o’clock the need of rest caused a general scat- 
tering of the people crowded about the still 
burning ruins. All the express and truck 
wagons and wheelbarrows and push carts in 
the town had been pressed into service, and in 
all directions could be seen these vehicles, 
piled with household goods going to the home 
of some friend of the owner. The saving 
from each home was deplorably small, and 
the fresh start in life for many will represent

FARMS SWEPT BY A PRAIRIE FIRE. 


Thousands of Acres Burned and Villages 
Threatened with Destruction, 


Momencz, III., Aug. 24.—[Special.]—The 
most extensive prairie fire that has ever visit- 
ed this county is sweeping the region south- 
west of this city. It started at noon today on 
the farm of D. Greenwalt on the line of the 
Chicago and Indiana coal railroad, six miles 
from Momence, and has swept over several 
thousand acres. At sundown it had crossed 
the State line and was sweeping around in 
the direction of Lake Village, Ind. The 
Chicago and Eastern Illinois railroad company 
has dispatched forty men to aid the farmers 
in checking the fire, and since dark have sent 
them provisions with orders to remain on the 
scene all night. More than 1,000 tons of hay 
have been burned, together with large quan- 
tities of oats and other grain. The burning 
region is mostly devoted to meadow and past- 
ure lands and is not thickly settled, therefore 
the loss in buildings will not be great. Bon- 
durant Bros. lose 500 tons of hay, Samuel 
Dutcher 200 tons, D. Greenwalt, A. S. Dyer, 
Samuel Beebe, the Walnut farms, and Fred 
Mashino and others are heavy losers. 

VatParaiso, Ind., Aug. 24.—[Special.]—

Complete 
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Damaged by the Tremendous Force of 

Wind and Sea=—Worst Storm in Years 

on the Coast=Nihe Are Injured in a 

5 Explosion. ö 

Ew Tonk, Aug. 24.— [Special.] — The 
Coast from the Capes of the Delaware to 
Massachusetts is strewn with wrecks, and 
every vessel that comes into port tells a story 
of death or disaster from the great hurricane 
which struck New York Wednesday night. 
Small vessels had little chance to live through 
the furious storm. In all twenty-nine lives 
are known to be lost and forty-seven more 
persons are thought to have perished. 

The ocean tug Panther, bourd for Boston 
with two coal barges in tow, was caught in 
the hurricane and foundered, Seventeen of 
the twenty men on board were drowned. The 
three who survived were washed ashore at 
Southampton, L. I. 

Fifty or more persons at Asbury Park, who 
staid up Wednesday night to watch the tre- 
mendous waves beat upon the broad walls, 
saw a schooner carried far upon the beach by 
a huge wave. In plain view of the spectators 
the Captain and three of his crew were 
drowned, 

The schooner Mary and Lizzie foundered 
off Nantucket. The Captain and his crew of 
six clung to a small boat and the pieces of 
wreckage aslong as they could. Six were 
drowned, but the seventh, after being adrift 
thirty-three hours, was rescued. 

Aman was seen adrift on a broken hatch 
by those on board of one of the fleet of fish- 
ing smacks off Sandy Hook during the storm. 
Those who saw him could render no assist- 
ance, owing to the fury of the storm, and the 
man probably perished. 

With Captain and crewof ten men the 
schooner Empire State is believed to have 
foundered. 

The fishing smacks Ella M. Johnson, Juliet. 
Malinda Wood, and Eva R. are thought to be 
lost, Altogether they carried about thirty-five 
men. 

The Captain and mate of the schooner Cho- 
corna were washed overboard and drowned. 

Such briefly is a story of the deaths at sea 
from the storm as far as is known, Much 
more may have to be told.

TEN MEN, crew of the fishing schooner Empire 
State, reported to have foundered. 

The Empire State and Johnson were in 
company with the Chocorua when the storm 
struck them, and after beating around all 
night in some of the worst weather ever known 
off the coast, and with a loss of the captain 
and first mate, the Chocorua tied up today at 
4:30 o’clock, the only survivor of the three. 

The storm struck the vessels at midnight 
and at 1 o’clock the Johnson disappeared. 
About 1:30, as near as can be calculated, 
Capt. Perry and First Mate Joseph Francis 
of the Chocorua were swept overboard. The 
lights of the Empire State disappeared im- 
mediately aftetwards and this morning at 
daybreak her masts were seen projecting out 
of the water. 

The Mary F. Kelly was wrecked at Asbury 
Park. The boat ran ashore at the foot of 
Seventh avenue and the men were unable to 
reach the shore. The Captain was struck in 
the head with a log and washed overboard. 
Two of the other men were unable to kee 
their hold on the ropes and they were wash 
to sea. ‘The steward was drowned in his gal- 
ley, and his body was recovere i at 8 o’clock 
this morning when the tide had receded suffi- 
ciently to allow people to board the boat. 
The first men taken from the boat were res- 
cued by three guests and the proprietor of the 
Columbia Hotel, who were out on the beach 
in the storm. 

Capt. Barnett of the Eggleston Abbey re- 
ports that Aug. 22 he rescued George H. Up- 
ton, one of the crew of the fishing schooner 
Mary Lizzie of Portland, Me., which foundered 
atQa.m. Aug. 21, he having been in the 
water thirty-three hours. The rest of the 
crew, six in number, one of whom was his 
brother, had perished, Upton having seen 
them go down after the schooner sank. The 
Mary Lizzie was struck by a heavy squall, 
which hove her down on her beam ends, when 
the wind shifted and a heavy sea striking her 
she sank in five minutes. 

Many Vessels Go Down. 


The tugboat. Gen. Humphrey is sunk at At- 
lantic Highlands and the fate of her crew is 
unknown. The schooner yacht Telfer, owned 
by W. A. Parry of Philadelphia, is ashore 
near the railroad dock at Atlantic Highlands 
and is full of water and breaking up. The 
yacht Brenda is ashore at the same place, and 
seven or eight other yachts, the names of 
which cannot be ascertained, are badly dam- 
aged. The schooner W. W. Story was picked 
up this morning in the lower bay by a tug in 
a completely dismantled condition. Along 
the shore at Tompkinsville, S. I., and at Bay 
Ridge a number of yachts and schooners are 
ashore. The bark Advancement went ashore 
on the island during the night. At Elizabeth, 
N. J., the excursion steamer Pauline, which 
started on a moonlight sail last evening, was 
caught in the storm near Woodruff. She ran 
into a small creek and remained there all 
night. The passengers were panic-stricken 
but uninjured. 

Twenty yachts are ashore at Atlantic High- 
lands. Two schooners were seen in collision 
off City Island.

By 7 o'clock. yesterday morning the 
streets leading to the Fair grounds were 
packed with bronzed farmers, their wives, and 


“children. There were plenty of people from 
the city, but it was not a city crowd. It was 


an Illinois crowd, and Egypt unmistakably 
was there. From 7 o’clock through the day 
the steam, cable, and elevated trains and 
steamboats were crowded and the turnstiles 
never have clicked so fast or so continuously 
since the Fair opened. 

The wonderful sight of the day was the peo- 
ple. Where did all this humanity come 
from? The State guards were out 5,000 


strong in all their glory, with fluttering flags 


of red, white, and blue and a dozen resonant 
bands. They marched in fine form regard- 
less of the héat, presenting a most patriotic 
and picturesque spectacle as they strode down 
the beach road past the Federal Government 
Building with its frowning cannon and the 
encampment of the West Point future of- 
ficers, who stood in groups and criticised the 
State guards as they filed past. 

The freaks of the Midway Plaisance also 
did honor to the occasion and made their best 
parade since the Fair opened. Nearly every 
nationality on that picturesque street was rep- 
resented and had its ear-splitting music and its 
unique style of trying to illustrate local en- 
thusiasm. It started in good shape and kept 
well in line along the plaisance, but when the 
park was reached it was a go-as-you-please 
procession, As its representatives have little 
ideas of discipline, order, locality, or time, 
sections of the, pageant speedily were scat- 
tered all over the north end of the park, so 
that while no part of the great crowd saw all 
of the procession the entire crowd saw some 
part of it. It was a day of entertainment. 
There were no dreary speeches. The broad 
avenues of the park were filled with a living 
panorama all day long, and at night the great 
celebration was accentuated with illumina- 
tions, sports, and fireworks. 

But the chief spectacle after all was the 
people.

The big attendance tells the whole 
country a story of the enthusiasm, the har- 
mony, the unanimity of the people of this 
State in their determination that the Fair 
shall be a success. 

One of the important lessons of this great 
popular demonstration is of special signiti- 
cance to the railroads.

The general opinion among the people be- 
tween the Missouri River and the Pacific 
Ocean seems to be that it is the intention of 
all who favor the repeal of the silver purchase 
clauses of the Sherman law to demonetize the 
silver now in circulation, the par value 01 
which, supported by gold redemption, is 
$550,000,000 and to replace with gold that 
silver which does now the work of gold. They 
believe that as a consequence it being claimed 
that gold is scarce and would become more 
valuable by reason of the increased demand— 
the selling value of all the crops and other 
products of the labor ot every man would be 
lowered in price, while any debts which he 
might owe would be made heavier, for he 
would have to work harder or give more 
wheat or corn to get the gold dollars due the 
creditor. 

Statements of this sort have been dinned 
into the ears of the people day after day by 
the papers west of the Missouri, especially the 
Denver sheets, which seem to be peculiarly 
inspired by the spirit of falsehood and 
calumny, until they are generally believed, 
and the voters west of the Missouri actually 
are convinced that they are to be the victims 
of an outrageous conspiracy to contract the 
existing currency one half or more, 

Probably the papers which have deceived 
them never have printed the full text of the 
House repeal bill which says 

But this repeal shall not impair or in any man- 
ner affect the legal-tender quality of the standard 
silver dollars heretofore oned; and the faith 
and credit of the United States are hereby 
pledged to maintain the parity of the present 
silver coins of the United States at the present 
legal ratio or such other ratio as may be estab- 
lished by law. 

It is certain that if this repeal bill passes the 
silver on hand in the United States will not be 
* demonetized *’ and driven out as the Denver 
liars assert. The Senate repeal bill intro- 
duced by Populist Dan Voorhees says that— 

It is hereby declared to be the policy of the 
United States to continue the use of both gold 
and silver as a standard money ... and to 
insure the maintenance of the parity in value of 
the coins of the two metals. 


If this repeal bill passes silvér will not be 
demonetized or driven out of circulation, or 
allowed to slump to its bullion or commercial 
value. There have been many speeches made 
in the House dnd a few in the Senate in favor 
of repeal. Nearly all the speakers have said” 
specifically that they were in favor of bi- 
metallism, that they wanted the present silver 
money to remain in use, and to bekept at par 
with gold, : 

Does any man dare to say—does. any man 
believe—that those who made those speeches, 
leaders of both the great parties, were delib- 
erately deceiving their own constitutents, on 
whom they are dependent for a reélection? 
And that it is their real intention or hope to 
demonetize silver? Was Senator Palmer 
lying when lie said that he wanted repeal 
followed | wes judiciously framed to en- 
courage rer "? When 
Democrats from New En- 
gland, the Middle States, and the West said 
that they meant to vote for the House repeal 
bill, but wished to keep and preserve the value 
of the more than half a billion of silver 
money now on hand were they partners in a 
plot to deceive the country as to their real in- 
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repealers do not want to demonetize it. Their 
Representatives in Congress from the silver 
States know it. Some of them are cheeky 
men, but not one of them dares to get up in 
Senate or House and say that the repealers 

are uttering falsehoods when they say they 

are for the preservation of the present stock of 
silver as money. Why, then, do those sheets 
in Colorado make the false statements they 
do? Because they are under the thumb of 

silver mine owners who want to drive out 
gold, absurdly thinking it will increase the 
price of their silver bullion. Free coinage 
would not increase its value a cent an ounce, 
but they have worked themselves into the no- 
tion that it would, and in their eagerness for 
gain they are willing to break down the par 
currency of the Nation and convulse the busi- 

ness of the whole country. 


SENATOR MORRILL ON SILVER. 

The octogenarian Senator Morrill ad- 
dressed the United States Senate Monday on 
the financial question. Under theadvice of his 
physician he is taking leave of absence and 
his speech should have all the force of a part- 
ing address. He avowed himself a bimetal- 
list, but would vote for the repeal of so much 
of the Sherman law as requires the purchase 
of silver and the redemption of its certificates 
in gold. The repeal would give us a prac- 
tical force in the final international solution 
of the silver problem and most likely help 
Europe to reach the conclusion in a short 
time that silver should not be confined to the 
function of subsidiary currency. 

Foreign nations cannot be persuaded to 
adopt any measure .that will afford some 


relief to the United States, but they will do 


much for their own relief. The old Senator 
could not, however, favor bimetallism with- 
out an increase of silver in the dollar coin- 
age, as without a large increase it would be 
impossible to maintain any parity be- 
tween gold and silver even with the 
coéperation of many European na- 
tions. No remedy, he said, would have a 
prosperous ending which did not squarely and 
fully recognize the extraordinary magnitude 
of the amount of silver which must be fur- 
nished with anew market (and he might 
have added that the immense cheapening in 
the production of silver cannot be ignored in 
the production of silver bullion). The ques- 
tion is, if we are to drop from the gold 
standard to the dangerously crippled standard 
of silver only and thereby limit to an inferior 
currency the foremost business nation of the 
world enormous mischief would be in- 
flicted on all men owing a credit, and most of 
them belong to the industrial classes. 

The statement of the case made in this 
warning speech is in close accord with long 
observation of facts and deep study of the 
principles of politieal economy. 

Suppose we should undertake the free 
coinage of silver at the ratio of 16 to 1, or 
on any other ratio considerably below the 
commercial one, which is now about 27 to 
1, The population of the globe is some 
1,600 millions, and all these people employ 
gold and silver for their exchanges except 
100 millionsof African and other savages. 
The population of the United States is to the 
total of specie users as one to twenty-three. 
It is true that some '700 millions in China 
and India are almost exclusively silver users, 
but their money has sunk vety low in value, 
nearly if not quite to the commercial value of 
the silver as bullion, and at the same time they 
have to transact all their international business 
on the gold basis of money. Does anybody 
think it possible we could lift up to par and 
keep there all their two billion dollars’ worth 
of silver? In the other half of the total popu- 
lation there aro the 360 millions of people in 
Europe, comprising the commercial races of 
the world, who have no further use for silver 
except in the arts and for a little additional 
subsidiary coinage. It is claimed by the free 
silver monometallists that the European na- 
tions would not unload their coined silver on 
us in such case, but it is not well to be too 
sure of that, seeing Germany voluntarily in- 
curred a heavy loss some twenty years ago in 
selling off a great lot of silver coins it did not 
want to be troubled with during the subse- 
quent collapse of silver which its statesmen 
would seem to have been wise enough to fore- 
see. 

The difficulty of the position would be vastly 
increased by the fact that we should not start 
with an empty market as in 1879. Since 
that date we have absorbed the surplus silver 
above ground and the new product as fast as 
it was mined, the result being that we have 
now on hand some 550 millions of silver in 
coin and bullion, or one-eighth part of all the 
silver coin and bullion in the world, while 
able to keep only 60 millions of standard do!- 
lars in physical circulation in the hands of the 
people, or less than one dollar per head. Our 
Nation represents but one-twenty-third part 
of the hard money using people of the world, 
yet they are louded with one-eighth of all the 
silver now above ground, and the crazy silver 
monometallists would have them begin from 
that point of disadvantage to assume all the 
rest of the load, absurdly essaying the role of 
Atlas, who bore the world on his shoulders. 

No free coinage 371-grain 16 to 1 Sena- 
torial advocate is likely to make a successful 
reply to the aged New England statesman’s 
speech on the silver question. 


A CORRECT DECISION. 

By refusing to give a seat to Lee Ma ntle of 
Montana, the Senate has decided that a Gov. 
ernor has no power fo fill a Senatorial va- 
cancy caused by the deliberate refusal or fail. 
ure of the Legislature, in session at the time 
the vacancy occurred, to elect a person to fill 
the seat. The decision, which is in accord. 
ance with the precedents, is a sound one, and 
it is a little surprising that the Senate was not 
unanimous inits conclusion. If the Legis- 
lature, which represents the people, chooses 
that a State shall have only one Senator let it 
stay with only one until the people change 
their minds. 

This decision applies to Wyoming as well 
as to Montana, but the Governor of the 
former State, a Populist-Democrat, says he 
will not call a special session of the Legisla- 
ture to fill the vacancy, because he “ fears a 
Republican will be elected.“ This shows the 
contemptible caliber of the man. But even 
if he does not, and Wyoming remains with 
but one Senator for some months to come, 
the people of that State will have no just 
causé to complain of insufficient representa- 
tion. They have but one-thirtieth of the pop- 
ulation of Illinois, and with one Senator they 
still possess 15 times per capita more repre- 
sentation than Illinois. Wyoming has not over 
scr ey ret Illinois has considerably 
over 2,000,000. So that Wyoming with one 
Senator will have more than twenty-three times 
as much representation per capita as Illinois 
with two Senators. The citizens of the small 
State ought to think themselves lucky to fare 
as well as they do. In the House Wyoming 
has one Congressman. Her population is but 
half a Congressional ratio, so that she has in 
the House twice the representation to which 
she is entitled. The 85,000 people of Wyom- 
ing are artificially made to count for more 
than 174,000 IIlinoisans in the popular 
branch of Congress, | 

So while the Governor’s motives for leaving 
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‘cannot fairly find as much fault with his 
aotion as if the State were not grossly over. 
represented with one Senator. It is entitled 
really to only as much repre- 
sentation in the Senate as is given to Illinois.

LABOR ON THE DRAINAGE CHANNEL. 

It is proposed that work be given at once to 
a great number of men on the line of the 
drainage canal between Summit and Chica- 
go, a distance of seven miles. The material 
on that line is earth and clay toa depth of 
ten feet or more, so that it could be removed 
without the aid of blasting appliances, and it 
is claimed could be handled without machin- 
ery. Besides, the work on this line has not 
been let by contract and the President of the 
Drainage Board says it would take some sixty 
days to place the work in that way. Hence it 
is held to be better for the board to undertake 
the work directly and hire idle city men by the 
day to effect the removal of several cubic 
yards of earth. 

The excavation to be made will be prism- 
shaped, the smaller base being at the bottom 
of the channel, and the banks inclined at an 
angle of forty degrees or wore from the per- 
pendicular. Hence the earth will have to be 
removed toa great distance from the place 
where the average shovelful is dug, and human 
power would work ata great disadvantage in 
removing it by means of wheelbarrows up a 
steep and long incline. The most economical 
way of working would be to set men to work 
in shoveling the material into carts and 
wagons to be drawn by horses, one of those 
animals being estimated to be able to haul as 
much as seven wheelbarrow loads. The weight 
that could be drawn by horses could be in- 
creased at least one third by the construction 
of plank roadways for them to travel on, as 
a large part of the exertion made in ordinary 
earth hauling is required to overcome the re- 
sistance which loose or soft earth offers to 
the progress of the vehicle. If the earth were 
piled up on both sides of the great ditch fully 
200 teams couid be loading at once on each 
mile, while as many more couldbe moving 
loads and discharging them on the embank- 
ments. Thus some 3,000 teams can be en- 
gaged on the work. The men needed to fill 
the wagons and attend to the dumping would 
number several thousands; and thus employ- 
ment would be furnished to a large propor- 
tion of those who otherwise must pass the 
winter in idleness, while many of them and 
their families would be objects of charity. 

It is confidently claimed that no more need 
be paid to the laborers than the work would 
cost if done under contract in the usual man- 
ner; and perhaps the best way to secure 
this end would be to pay the different gangs 
by the cubic yard of material removed in- 
stead of by the day. Otherwise the social- 
istic element may get into the job, and by 
dint of fighting for a few hours per day and slow 
work the taxpayers would be severely mulcted 
and a far heavier cost be thrown on them 
than they ought to be called on to bear. The 
men who are moving for this employment of 
labor insist that as much excavation will be 
done for each dollar as on the contract 
plan. And this must be insisted on. If the 
Drainage Board were to spend a million 
dollars for labor and only get half a million 
dollars’ worth of excavation in return for it 
the board would pay out half a million dol- 
lars more than it had a right to expend, the 
money coming out of the pockets of taxpay- 
ers, most of whom have been heavy losers by 
the financial stringency which has caused so 


many workers to be thrown out of employ- 


ment. 

The taxpayers would be pleased to see that 
seven miles of the drainage chanel covered 
with men and teams éarming fair pay by the 
doing of a fair amount of. work, and taking 
for the service no ‘mere than it would be 
necessary to pay a contractor for doing the 
same job. If the work were done on these 
terms it would not only furnish employment 
to thousands for the winter, but encourage 
the arrangement to perform other work 
on the same plan. But if demagogism should 
be allowed to control, allowing men to draw 
pay for half work or none at all, the experi- 
ment would bea disastrous failure and the 
socialists might bid good-by to that sort of 
labor employment in the future. The tax- 
payers would not consent to another infliction 
of such a burden as that which would be im- 
posed on them by having to pay vastly more 
than it was worth for the excavation of seven 
miles of the drainage channel, Indeed they 
would insist on stopping the wasteful expend- 
iture as soon as they discovered it and insist 
upon the application of the contract method 
of finishing the job. 


THE SENATE SHOULD ACT PROMPTLY. 

It is reported that the weakening of some 
Senators hitherto rated as the most obstinate 
in favor of silver monometallism is due tothe 
pressure brought to bear upon them for early 
action: by representatives of other interests 
than those of the silver miners of the Rocky 
Mountains. The farmers of the far North. 
west are beginning to feel the need of money 
with which to move their crops, the railroad- 
men want to be employed to move the grain, 
and both are able to understand that the pres- 
ent deadlock is in large part due to uncertain- 
ty about silver. These facts are said to have 
caused a change of mind on the part of sev- 
eral Senators who have been classed among 
the opponents of immediate or unconditional 
repeal of the purcnasing clause in the Sher- 
man law, 

Congress should act promptly. Every day’s 
delay but increases the difficulty of the situa- 
tion and increases the constriction on the 
throat of enterprise, At once they ought to 
agree to repeal the Sherman clause and pass 
the Voorhees bill authorizing the, national 
banks to increase their circulation up to the 
full face value of the Federal bonds deposited 
to secure its redemption. That would almost 
immediately increase the circulation twenty 
million dollars and encourage banks which 
now have no circulation at all against their 
bonds deposited, to issue notes, because 100 
per cent will pay where 90 per cent will not 
on the face of a bond. Besides this many 
among the 3,700 national banks scattered 
all over the United States would be 
prompted to purchase bonds  wher- 
ever they could be obtained, this for 
the express purpose of being able to 
issue notes against them. Itis fair to esti- 
mate that in this way there would soon be an 
addition of 100 millions to the present vol- 
ume of currency, and the ease thus given to 
the money market would be only the begin- 
ning of a return to better times. For the un- 
told millions of dollars now locked up in 
safety deposit boxes or private hoards at home 
would be released by their holders because 
they would see it was foolish to retain the 
money out of the channels of circulation. It 
is probable that not far short of half a 
billion dollars would be thrown back into the 
banks within a few weeks of the time that 
confidence was restored. 

It is in the power of the Senators and Rep- 
resentatives of the United States to set in mo- 
tion a mighty train of causes of vital impor- 
tance to the welfare of the Nation. What they 
are asked to do amounts to little more than 
the touch of a finger, but in its results it would 
be like the touch which starts up a monster 
steam engine which sets in motion thousands 
of pieces of mechanism and finds active em- 
ployment for hundreds of workers. But it is 
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anxiously awaiting the movement, and very 


many of the number standing idly by till the 
lawmakers have got through with their speech- 


ifying and get ready to vote. Surely these 
folks at Washington ought to be able to see 
that to waste time in long-winded talks which 


‘convince nobody while the whole country is 


waiting for them to act suggests a parallel 
with the monster who is said to have played 
his fiddle while Rome was burning. 


LABOR DEMANDS AND OPPORTUNITIES. 

Last Sunday's labor meeting at Metropolitan 
Hall, which was addressed by the Anarchist 
Lucy Parsons and others, adopted the follow- 
ing declarations as part of the preamble to its 
resolutions: 

Wuergzas, Labor produces all wealth; and, 

Wuereas, All wealth should belong to those 
who produce it; and, 

Wuereas, The productive capacity of society 
is superior to its consumptive capacity; and, 

Waereas, The controlling powers of our pres- 


| ent civilization have reversed the natural order, 


thereby diverting the products of lAbor from 
their equitable channels, giving three-fourths of 
all wealth produced to a small, non-producing 
class, while the workers, the real workers, are in 
constant danger of starvation. 

Unfortunately for mankind the productive 
capacity of society even at its present highly 
developed labor-saving condition is still enor- 
mously less than its consumptive capacity. 
If the production was ten times greater than 
it is it would not furnish the masses of man- 
kind all the things they desired to have, use, 
and enjoy. The people who indorse the wild 
absurdity that three-fourths of the product 
of wealth are given toa small non-producing 
class take a ridiculously narrow view of 
the case. They regard as the only pro- 
ductive exertion the manual labor which 
cannot be performed by machinery or by 
horses or othor animals, They seem to 
claim that the toilers with saw, hammer, 
trowel, spade, pick, plow, and other tools do 
all that is required in the production of useful 
articles, They allow nothing to the ingenui- 
ty which devises better processes, makes plans 
for constructing buildings, invents machin- 
ery, and provides other capital and manages 
the work so us to cause all the labor employed 
to operate for the best result; furnishes mate- 
rial, and finds a market for the product. Ac- 
cording to them none of this energy and 
brains ig entitled to any share in the 
proceeds, though they must know that 
without the aid and direction thus 
afforded mere hand labor would produce 
precious little compared to its effectiveness 
under modern labor-saving methods. Their 
argument would give to the stokers employed 
on an ocean steamer the full right to own the 
vessel, though their labor would amount to 
nothing but for the capital that furnishes the 
vessel and the fuel, the able Captain who di- 
rects its course, and the engineer who con- 
trols the working of the machinery. Their 
unreasoning philosophy takes no account 
of the important fact that nearly all of the 
three-fourths which they claim to be taken by 
a “*non-producing”’ class has been paid out for 
other labor. The clothing makers could not 
produce unless others had been paid to raise 
cotton or wool, silk or linen, and weave it 
into fabrics, The cigarmakers could not do 
much if nobody had been paid to grow to- 
bacco and prepare it for use, or the bakers 
but for the paid labor ot the farmer, the 
miller, and of the men who transport the ma- 
terial to them. 

If what these grab-all people claim be true 
there is now a grand opportunity for all 
classes of workers to make their “ everlasting 
fortunes.“ They say they are wage slaves,”’ 
that some three millions are idle, Then they 
are emancipated, and slaves no longer. Their 
former employers are broken down from lack 
of ready working capital with which to con- 
tinue in business and keep them in sla very.“ 
Many thousands of those employers are put 
hors de combat by a financial grip.“ What 
is there now to hinder those who have been 
workers from going ahead for themselves and 
obtaining all the value of their labor instead 
of the one quarter which they allege is all 
that ordinarily falls to their share? Their 
logic eliminates capital and brains from the 
prob'em, allows them no right, and therefore 
no value, assigns no place in the operation to 
mental energy in the present or the savings of 
past labor, which cannot belong to the 
workers after they have once been paid for 
performing it. 

The people who passed the resolutions 
produce property which is used up soon after 
being made, so that if they should now seize 
upon what they have produced and is still in 
existence it would not last them long, and then 
they would not find it easy to obtain more on 
the sane terms. Sothey must have had in 
mind the more stable kinds of property, such 
as buildings, and this is evident from their ad- 
vice to wageworkers not to pay rent to land- 
lords. But Tun Trarepune does not know an 
owner of a building who would not be willing 
to give possession to anyone who would pay 
what the property has cost him. Here, then, 
is another grand opportunity for the discon- 
tented wageworkers. If, as they say, they 
have been paid for labor only one-fourth the 
real value of the property which they alone 
created, they may get the other three-fourths 
for nothing but the bare trouble of assuming 
possession. There are few buildings in Chi- 
cago today that would sell for cash (which 
is the way labor is paid) for what has been 
paid out on them for labor and for material 
which was produced by other labor elsewhere. 
There are thousands and tens of thousands 
of houses in Chicago which could be bought 
today for far less than the cash paid for labor. 
What better terms than that can be wanted 
by those who applaud and believe the where- 
ases and resolutions which were adopted at 
the meeting in question? 


BOTH SENATORS RIGHT. 

Senators Morrill and Palmer are both right 
in holding that it would be entirely impossi- 
ble for the United States alone to maintain 
bimetallism at any other than the commer- 
cial ratio of silver to gold, which is now about 
27to 1. Nobody who has any knowiedge and 
experience has advocated such a policy ex- 
cept for the purpose of driving out all the 
gold from circulation and landing us into de- 
preciated silver monometallism. The pur- 
pose of such men isa dishonest one, and all 
their talk of “ bimetallism is the sheerest 
hypocrisy. It is a mere hypocrite’s mask be- 
hind which they conceal their real purpose. 
They know very well they are trying to de- 
ceive the public, and the people ought to 
know it. The following official statement of 
the world’s production of silver in each of 
several years should be sufficient to show the 
utter hopelessness of the prospect for restor- 
ing the old-time ratio of 1534 to 1 between 
gold and silver:

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dollars, reckoning at coining value, of which 


India and China hold nearly one-half. For 
last year the nominal value for coining aver- 
aged 60 per cent above the actual bullion 
value and the difference is now still wider 
than that. Who can doubt that with free ail- 
ver coinage on the basis of 371 grains, or any 
other than that of actual value, we should be 
flooded with surplus silver from India, China, 
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plus and depreciated silver of all nations at 


the commercial basis for purchasing value 
however we might keep up the delusion by 
flattering ourselves that all the rest of the 
world had gone astray and only ourselves 
were in the right in regard to silver. And it 
may be added that the fluctuations of the last 
few years have been so great as to make it 
unsafe to adopt silver as a standard even if 
we began at its present low commercial 
value. It were far better to fall back on the 
Windom plan and use silver bullion at its 
commercial value as worth what it will sell 
in terms of gold, which is also the world’s 
standard of international values and trans- 
actions. 

PREPARING FOR “TARIFF REFORM.” 

The Treasurers of the Fall River cotton 
mills have decided, as the result of a confer- 
ence, that the only way to clear the business 
atmosphere” during the financial stringency 
is to cut the wages of all employés 20 per 
cent. As it is deemed best to have the reduc- 
tion, if made, general through New England, 
a committee was appointed to arrange a gen- 
eral meeting of all mill Treasurers.. The con- 
tention is that 80 cents now buys more than 
100 cents before the panic. This looks very 
much as if the Fall River people had made up 
their minds after reading President Cleve- 
land's declaration that tariff reform” was 
not to be given up, and seeing that Repre- 
sentative Wilson, who stands uncompromis- 
ingly on the anti-protection plank of 
the Democratic party, is made Chairman 
of the Committee on Ways and 
Means, that free trade must come and 
that they might as well prepare for 
it now as wait for next year. The 20 per 
cent wage cut probably would bring the cot- 
ton mill men clean down to the free trade 
basis. On the coarsest and commonest goods 
they can about compete with England now, 
for they get their cotton a trifle cheaper, but 
as regards the more expensive goods there 
must be a reduction of wages to put them on 
the same footing with England, France, etc. 
Since free trade is to come the millmen have 
adopted a sensible business policy. But how 
will their employés take it? That remains to 
be seen. No one expects, however, that they 
will be gratified, or that they will accept. the 
cut without a conflict marked with great bit- 
terness and entailing much misery on the 
employés,

RECITES THE GROWTH OF THE TOWN. 


Circumstances of the Building of South 
Chicago—Its Present Industries. 

The real history of South Chicago, so much 
of which suffered last night, begins in 1851, 
when John Wentworth and a few other public- 
spirited residents of the primitive Chicago be- 
came interested in the land lying along the 
Calumet River and urged the government to 
improve the harbor there and place a light- 
house at the mouth of the Calumet River. An 
appropriation was made for a lighthouse and 
in 1853 the light was lit for 
the first time. Large numbers of ener- 
getic business-men had squatted on land 
adjacent to the lighthouse in anticipation of 
the lake trade which the improvement of the 
harbor would bring to them. But the im- 
provement was not made at that time, and in 
foggy weather vessel captains could not dis- 
tinguish the light at Calumet from the one at 
the entrance to the Chicago harbor, and it 
soon became more of a detriment than assist- 
ance to navigation. After a protest to the 
government in 1855 its discontinu- 
ance and sale were decreed. July 
28 1855, the lighthouse which 
had cost $4,500 was sold to George W. Clark 
for $125. The building was then rented toa 
family of fishermen for $50 a year. They 
retained possession of the old lighthouse 
until 1870, when Congress made an appro- 
priation of $10,000 for its repurchase. At 
that time the entire Oemich family of fisher- 
men, with the exception of Alexander, the old- 
est brother, was lost in a gale. 

South Chicago may be said to ha ve assumed 
aplace among the real estate markets of 
Chicago in 1856 when the inhabitants 
thought the prospects of the region blighted 
because of the discontinuance of the light- 
house and were anxious to return to Chicago. 
At that time Elliott Anthony went among the 
discontented squatters and landowners and 
gradually acquired property until he owned 
three-fourths of what is now known as South 
Chicago. The remaining property, with the 
exception of eighty acres owned by John 
Wentworth, was bought out by Ormel S. 
Hough, and he soon secured the land owned 
by ent worth. At that time things 
looked rather bad for South Chi- 
cago, but when all the roperty had 
been taken the Calumet and Chicago Cana! 
Dock company was incorporated, and this 
company proved the formative of South Chi- 
cago. 

5 Growth of Lumber Interests. 

The lumber interests began to grow at that 
time, and were fast becoming of considerable 
importance. The foundation of the great 
lumber trade, which has since proven one of 
the greatest business interests there, was laid 
in 1869, when Charles Mears arrived 
at the mouth of the Calumet with 
a vessel-load of lumber i 
and his vessel ashore. 
The lumber was then thrown overboard and 
formed the first lumber yard in South Chi- 
cago. From that small beginning the lumber 
trade has grown until now the lumber yards 
extend along the Calumet River for miles. 
and the business done by them amounts to 
millions of dollars annually. 


THREATEN FIGHT IF WORK IS GIVEN. 


Denver Unemployed to Help New York 
but Oppase Home Workmen. 

Denver, Colo., Aug. 24.—[Special.}—The 
committee to send relief to the New York un- 
mpl oyed tonight reports several thousand 
dollars available. Noreply has come from 
Samuel Gompers, who was wired yesterday, 
and the belief grows that he may refuse as- 
sistance. While philanthropy is directed to 
New York 300 men outside the city hall,to- 
night threaten to raise a riot if work on three 
new sewers is started in themorning. Within 
the building 150 men, who struck four days 
ago, are considering Contractor Hindry’s 
offer of $1.40 for eight hours. The men out- 
side insisted on taking part in the delibera- 
tions and were forcibly kept out. They 
threaten violence if less than $1.75 is ac- 
cepted. At the same time their orators de- 
claim of their starving families. Police ar- 
rangements have been made, but the con- 
tractor likely will not start though his terms 
should be accepted. 


BATTLE BETWEEN MINERS IMMINENT. 


A White Striker Shot and Killed by Negro 
. Employes, 

Prrrssure, Kas., Aug. 24.—Apparent peace 
in this district culminated tonight in the 
shooting of Tom Belson, one of the strikers 
at Litchfield, by colored miners of the Kansas 
and Texas coal company. Twenty of the 
negroes went to i Litchfield to do 
some tradi in the company’s 
store. A line of strikers informed them that 
they were not to be permitted to return to the 
stockade. The negroes were all well armed. 
The strikers an to throw missiles and fire 
shots when a volley was returned and Belson 
was shot in the side. The crowd scattered 
and the negroes returned to the stockade un- 
molested. f 

The strikers rallied and messengers were 
sent throughout the district to gather recruits. 
The expressed intention is to make an assault 
upon the stockade, A pou of armed men 
proceeded to the stockade to protect it from 
assault. A battle is feared before morning. 


Will Not Accept Reduction, 


MINNEAPOLIS, Minn., Aug. 24.—[Special.]—The 
relations between the management and employés 
of the St. Paul road are badly strained. The man- 
agement is endeavoring to force a general wage re- 
duction of 10 per cent, effective on Aug. 28, and 
the men have declined to acceptit. Their ulti- 
matum is that they are willing to lend their sala- 
ries to the extent of 10 per cent to the road if it 
is in need for six months, or a year if necessary, 
without interest, but that they must have some 
time when these loans are to returned defi- 
nitely fixed, They positives refuse to accept a 
reduction and in case one is forced they will all 
strike and leaye the road helpless. A strike of 
this size would involve fully 5,000 men and 
inaugurate a bitte: struggle. These stories are 
mere rumors, however, and their truth is denied 
by both sides.

He is proud of his uniform and is more 
than willing to give uphis striped blanket and 
bear the flag. it may he 1 for me 
to tell you any of these things, but 1 do not 
know you have seen the Indian as a sol- 
dier. You know of what he is capable, and I 
have learned that he can become a man, 
a good citizen, a good Christian, if the steps 
are taken to aid him to this plane of living. 

»The army provides for him proper food 
and compels him to be regular in all his 
habits. A proper diet and certain regulations 
in rd to his personal cleanliness are two 
very important steps which the army affords 
for the civilization of the Indian. In this 
first step toward civilization he gains a certain 
amount of self-respect and a desire to be 
more like the ‘good’ white man. Asa soldier 
he is obedient to the minutest detail. 

„There was an attempt made last winter by 
some man who claims to be a missionary 
among the Indians in South Dakota to secure 
the discharge of certain Indians in Company 
I. A petition was sent to the headquarters 
(signed ?) 232 of the company who 
never saw petition. When the matter was 
made known to the men whose names were 
signed to this paper they all said they wanted 
to remain in the army and knew nothing of 
such a petition. 

Jam confident that if the companies now 
enlisted are given the same amount of drill 
and individual training as the white man there 
can be no question as to the result. The 
Indian wants to become civilized, and I feel 
that there is no better to civilize the In- 
dian than by making a soldier of him. If these 
men are turned back to roam about their 
reservation they will become discontented, 
and there is no telling what may result from 
such a measure.“

SOHEME TO SEND HIM TO THE SEN- 
_ ATE IP RE-ELEOTED GOVERNOR. 


Bestow’s Willingness to Accept Second 
Place on the Ticket Explained by the 
Fact That He Would Then Be Govern- 
oreFree Silverites and Temperance 
People Dissatisfied with the Currency 
and Local Option Planks in the Plat- 
form- It Also Stabs Railway, Employes. 

Des Moras, Ia., Aug. 24.—[Special. ]—The 
platform adopted by yesterday’s convention 
is already beginning to give the Democrats 
lots of trouble, and is being criticised by 
many of them. Last year’s platform con- 
tained a plank declaring it the purpoee of the 
Democratic party to nominate candidates for 
United States Senator in conventions. This 
has been the cry of Democratic politicians 
and papers for years, but yesterday’s platform 
is silent upon this question, and yesterday’s 
convention failed to nominate any candidate 
for United States Senator. 

The reason for this omission also explains 
why the Bestow men laid down so gracefully 
and agreed to the old ticket. If the scheme is 
carried out and Boies and Bestow are elected 
with a Democratic Legislature at their backs, 
Boies. will become United States Senator and 
Bestow will be Governor. He will thus gain 
all that he could have gained by remaining in 
the field as a candidate without taking chances 
on a failure tosecure the nomination in the 
convention. This and the fact that the lead- 
ers desire to make this a campaign of State 
issues purely, explain the omission of this 
plank. 

The local option plank is not satisfactory to 
the average Democrat, whose platform al- 
ways has been low license. The platform 
makes it necessary if municipalities gain 
any revenue from the saloons that the license 
fee shall be placed above $500, and that is 
far from being in accord with the Democratic 
idea of low license. The financial plank 
does not suit the free silver men, and the 
only reason that they swallowed it is because 
they consider Gov. Boies a free silver man. 

Free Silverites Demand a Plank. 

The canvass made by Titz Trisunz repre- 
sentative showed that the free coinage people 
had 225 votes in the convention, and they 
were very anxious that the platform utter- 
ance on that subject adopted at Cedar Rapids 
— 1890 should be reaffirmed. It was as fol- 

ows: 

We demand the free coin of silver and that 
it be made full legal tender for all debts, public 
and private, and denounce as ust and dis- 
honest the provision of the law allowing rties 
to stipulate against payment in silver silver 
certificates, thus cotting up one standard of 
value for the creditor and another for the debtor, 
one for the poor man and another for the rich 
man. , 

That wis the plank that the Sixth District 
people wanted and without sucha plank the 
representatives from Davis County declared 
that it would be impossible for any Democrat 
to carry that county this fall. e plank in 
regard to the control of railways is regarded 
by the railway employés asa direct stab at 
them and their interests. It says: 

We reaffirm our adherence to the doctrine of 
control and regulating of railroads as now en- 
acted into the law, and we favor such changes as 
experience may show to be necessary to protect 
the people from evasions of the law and extor- 
tions through imperfections of the law, and as 
will establish just and equitable relations be- 
tween the peo le and railway corporations in all 
travel and traffic over railway lines. 

Stab at Railway Employes. 


The railway employés see in this a disposi- 
tion to change the present railroad laws and 
an intimation that the changes are to be in 
the line of reductions. Prominent railway 
employés in this city expressed surprise that 
such a plank should be inserted in the plat- 
form at this time when railway employés all 
over the State are being laid off or are sub- 
mitti voluntarily to reduction in wages 
to allow their companies to pull 
through the financial — and-submit- 
ting to such reductions with ly a murmur, 
a thing unprecedented in the history of the 
State. They say that any changes looking 
towards two-cent fare or other reductions 
from existing rates would compel them to ac- 
cept further reductions in their „ or 
would result in many more railway men be- 
ing discharged. They claim that the rai)way 
men of Iowa practically elected Gov. Boies in 
1891, and they consider this attack upon 
them as the basest ingratitude.

Mr. Hill of New 
York introduced the first and was content to 
rest at that; Mr. Petfer of Kansas has offered 
four financial bills, two of which he fathered 
and two of which he introduced by re- 
quest; Mr. Hunton of Virginia comes next 
with three, and Senators Stewart of Nevada, 
Manderson of Nebraska, and Vest of Missouri 
divide the honors with two each, both of the 
Nebraska Senators’ being by request, and one 
of Mr. Vest’s of the same sort. Messrs. Mc- 
Millan of Michigan, Power of Montana, 


Voorhees of Indiana, McPherson of New Jer- 


sey, and Hoar of Massachusetts have each of- 
fered one for the consideration of the Senate. 

Mr. Hunton was not slow in getting in an 
income tax bill, and Mr. Carey of Wyoming 
lost no time in preparing an omnibus bill for 
the admission to tehood of the four Terri- 
tories. The Torrey bankruptcy bill of the 
last session was promptly revived by Mr. 
Mitchell of Oregon, and in another form a 
similar measure was introduced by Mr. Hoar. 
The champions of one cent 1 ha ve 
brought that to the front, and two Southern 
men, Messrs. Hunton and Bate, have submit- 
ted bills to repeal the Federal election laws 
(as has also Mr. Hill of New York). The bill 
to refund the debt of the Pacific railroad has 
been rejuvenated, and the Senators from the 
Pacific coast have, in various forms, renewed 
their efforts of last year to establish a gun 
factory in that section and to authorize more 
extended fortifications on the Pacific 
slope. Twenty-four important bills locking 
to the advancement of commerce and Ameri- 
can trade have found their way to the public, 
and * ures authorizing the con- 
struction of ges or dams across navigable 
waters, including the hotly contested New 
York bridge bill of last year, are ready for 
the action of committees. 

The old soldiers have not been forgotten, 
for there are thirty-seven pension bills in the 
lot, and the unusual number, at this early day, 
of 285 bills for private claims and relief. 
Thirty-nine bills providing for the construc- 
tion of public buildings and appropriating 
millions of dollars have been introduced.

SENATOR WHITE ON TRUSTS. 


His Bill te Defeat Monopolies Defines 
What Makes an Unlawful Combination. 


Wasuineton, D. C., Aug. 24.—Mr. White 
of California has introduced into the Senate 
a bill against trustsand combines. The Sher- 
man anti-trust law of 1890 Mr. White looks 
upon as a legislative sieve, in which it is im- 
possible to hold water, and he proposes a 
dragnet. His bill repeals the Sherman anti- 
trust act and substitutes another, somewhat 
lengthy, but defining exactly what are trusts 
and how monopolies may be con- 
sidered and iscovered by law 
officers: It sets forth that a monopoly 
shall be defined to mean two or more persons 
engaged in or interested inthe same kind of 
general business for the purpose of suppress- 
ing competition, raising prices or charges for 
the transportation of personsor property, or 
limiting, decreasing, or controlling pro- 
duction. Such a monopoly is declared 
to be illegal and it is made the 
duty of the United States courts to issue in- 
junctions upon sufficient complaint and to 
perpetuate such injunctions if the facts so 
warrant.

REPRESENTATIVES DISCUSS REPEAL 


OF PUROHASE OLAUSE. 


Inauguration of the Five-Minute Debate 
Brings Out a Large Number of Orators 
Mr. Waugh of Indiana Is for Repeal 
in Favor of Bimetallism—Mr, Pickler 
Wants Another Vote and Criticises the 
President-Fine Argument by Mr. 
Dingley. 

Wasuineron, D. C., Aug. 24.—Today was 
the first set apart for the discussion of the 
silver bill under the five-minute rule, and the 
House met at 10 o’clock. There were less 
than fifty members present when the Speak- 


er's gavel fell. Mr. Waugh (Rep., Ind.) 


was the first speaker. He said he would 
vote for the repeal of the Sherman bill, al- 
though he did not believe it was the cause of 
the present depression. It had simply out- 
lived its usefulness and its repeal would be 
the shortest road to true bimetallism. 

Mr. Somers (Dem. Wis.) stood for the use 
of gold and silver as the money of the United 
States, ax d desired to travel the road through 
an international conference that would lead 
the countries of the earth to the free coinage 
of gold and silver at a fixed ratio. It was, he 
said, his purpose to vote against all ratios 
proposed, and for the unconditional repeal of 
the Sherman law, not because he was an 
enemy of silver, but because he believed it 
was necessary to restore confidence. 

Mr. Johnson (Rep., N. D.) said that since 
the so-called demonetization of silver the sil- 
ver money of the country had been increased 
a thousand fold and its stability maintained 
on an equality with gold. If that was what 
demonetization did for the money of the peo- 
ple he was willing to vote for more of it. 

Mr. Pickler (Rep., S. D.,) asked unanimous 
consent that Monday next, when the bill 
was taken up for action, he be permitted to 
offer an amendment if the substitute of Mr. 
Bland is defeated, providing for the free coin- 
age of the American product at the ratios in- 
dicated in the substitute, but Mr. Wilson, in 
charge of the bill, objected. He 
then asked consent to introduce 
on Monday, an amendment providing that if 
all the substitutes and all amendments be 
voted down, and if the Wilson bill be passed 
the House shall procced to vote on House bill 
No. 2, 8 for the free coinage of sil - 
ver, limited to the American produof, at ratios 
of 16 to 1. up to 20 to 1. This was objected 
to by Mr. Tracey (Dem., N. X.) because it 
changed the order agreed upon. 

Says the Gold Men Get All. 


Mr. Pickler continuing contended that the 
proposition gave the gold men everything. 
Mr. Cleveland he looked upon as the greatest 
convert to the ranks of the gold men, a con- 
vert backed up and supported by the Lon- 
don Missionary Society.“ The gold men, he 
said, were greater calamity howlers than ever 
came from Kansas. 

Mr. Lucas (Rep., S. D.) spoke in favor of 
the double standard and the proper use of 
silver as money. If the time had come when 
this country must wait upon England and ac- 
cept what it saw fit todo or not-to do in the 
matter of money, he thovght the time had 
also come for the construction of a new Dec- 
laration of Independence, 

Mr. Hartman (Rep., Mont.) said the Re- 
publican platform declared in favor of the 
coinage of both gold and silver, ana Mr. 
Hartman said he had a right to ask the Re- 
publicans of Congress what they were going 
to do about it. 

Mr. Bartholdt (Rep., Mo.) said that it 
might be taken from the speeches of his col- 
leagues that the people of his State were a 
unit in favor of free and unlimited coinage of 
silver at the present or some other ratio. 
This was not true, and wasa reflection upon 
the sound intelligence of the people of *Mis- 
souri. They asked for the repeal of the Sher- 
man law and the extension of the circulation 
of national banksto the par value of the 
bonds they have deposited to secure such cir- 
culation. 

Mr. Houk (Dem., O.) said he was in- 
flexibly opposed to any ure that would 
result in the establishment of a mono- 
metallic basis in this country, either gold or 
silver. but regarded it as the settled policy of 
the United States that gold and silver in a 
proper ratio should be the standard money. 

Mr. Heard (Dem., Mo.) said that although 
no man detested the purchasing clause of the 
Sherman act more than he, still he would 
vote inst its repeal, because he believed 
something should be given the people that 
would recognize the principle for which they 
were contending. 

Mr. Caruth (Dem., Ky.) held to the views 
of a patriotic President when he said that the 
people were entitled to a sound and stable 
currency. Hehad asked the bankers, mer- 
chants, mechanics, laborers, rich men, and 
poor men what was the cause of the present 
widespread disaster, and from every class had 
come the answer that it was due to the pur- 
chasing clause of the Sherman act. 

Not Due to the Sherman Law. 


Mr. ley (Rep., Maine) contended that 
the pregent business depression was not direct- 
ly attributable to the act of 1890. It went 
further back than that and was more due to 
the legislation of 1878. No one thing, 
he thought, would do s0 much 
in the way of restoring confidence 
among the people as for Congress to authorize 
an increase of national bank circulation to 
the par value of bonds deposited to secure 
them. That Would not only put $20,000,000 
additional currency into cireulation, but it 
would affect. favorably the imaginations of 
men who thought that trouble lay ahead to 
be alleviated only by more money. 

Mr. Wilson (Rep., 92 acknowledged the 
difficulty of keeping gold and silver at a par- 
ity, but he was in favor of the government 
maintaining the double standard. He would 
cast his vote for any measure that would keep 
gold and silverona parity. He would like 
to vote fora proposition which would keep 
gold and silver at a parity at a ratio approach- 
ing the commercial ratio. 

r. Van Voorhis (Rep., N. Y.) said that if 
Congress had passed two weeks ago a bill re- 
pealing the purchasing clause the panic would 
be off today. : 

Mr. Russell (Dem., Ga.) was in tavor of free 
coinage. This, he said, was nota fight be- 
tween political parties. It was a fight be- 
tween the money classes and the laboring 
classes. 

Mr. Johnson (Dem., O.) proposed to vote 
for the Wilson bill because he was opposed 
to the purchase of silver. He believed that 
one unit and only one unit could be main- 
tained at any time. 

Mr. Crawford (Dem., N. C.) believed that 
when the vote was taken the majority of the 
Democrats would be found voting for free 
coinage. 

Mr. Loud (Rep., Cal.) criticised the Presi- 
dent and the Democratic administration for 
their action relative to the execution of the 
Geary Chinese exclusion law. 

Mr. Hager (Rep., Iowa) twitted the Demo- 
cratic party upon dissensions on the silver 
question, and suggested that confidence would

Ten Ringleaders Arrested and Placed in 
Jail After a Lively ConflicteKansas 
Coal Miners Return to Work After 
Three Months of Voluntary Idleness=

Burrar o, N. T., Aug. 24.—Serious trouble 

developed this morning at the Broadway Mar- 
ket, East Buffalo, due to the bold robbery of 
provision stands by unemployed Poles. Hav- 
ing exhausted the resources of the Poormas- 
ter they resorted to robbery to supply their 
wanjs. The trouble began yesterday and was 
renewed this morning. The owners of the 
stands and stalls which were raided by the 
hungry mob withstood the attempt to loot 
them of their property as best they could, 
finally using violence, and a riot resulted. 
The assaulting parties of Poles, numbering 
forty or fifty, soon increased to two or three 
hundred, far outnumbering the marketmen 
and the police on duty there. A call for aid 
was made upon police headquarters and the 
reserves were hurried in patrol wagons to the 
scene. They speedily restored order and ar- 
rested ten of the ringleaders.

B. F. Underwood, editor of the Religio-Philo- 
sophical Journal, who read a paper on theo- 
ries regarding automatic writing, said he was 
satisfied that automatic writing had been an 
important factor in the world’s religious his- 
tory. He said :

evolution such faculties have been brought into 
our lives as have been in contact with the ma- 
terial world. Beneath our consciousness may be 
a realm of inconsciousness, of which what we 
know of ourselves is only fractional. It was our 
opinion that we know nothing of our real selves 
or of our ultimate nature. 

At the afternoon session Dr. C. G. Davis of 
this city read an interesting paper on hypnotic 
suggestions, in which he said that it was only 
a matter of time for hyfPnotism to be recog- 
nized as an important factor in medical, re- 
ligious, and judicial affairs. He said that 
medicine could be thrown away without much 
harm to the world if only the influence of 
mind over the body could be controlled intel- 
ligently.

A special meeting of the section 
will be held this morning at 10 o’clock to dis- 
cuss certain important questions relating to 
auroras and terrestrial magnetism.

Blastoidea of the Kinderhook Gröup.“ The 
paper was illustrated by three slabs of lime- 
stone containing forty crinoids and blastoids, 
interlacing each other on the surface.

FAMOUS MEDIUM, EUSAPIA, AT WORK. 


Ignorant Woman Possessed of a Psychic 
Force She Cannot Explain. 

The Psychic Congress calls together cham- 
pions of scientific research in mediumistic phe- 
nomena, but it can give only a faint idea of 
the interest felt in this subject by cultivated 
people here and abroad. Even in America 
those interested in occult science and spirit- 
ism are no longer stigmatized as belonging to 
the fraternity of short-haired women and 
long-haired men. Perhaps the recognition of 
the truth of hypnotism: helped to modify the 
old intolerance of all that was not understood. 

In Europe mediumistic phenomena are be- 
ing studied seriously by scientists who are not 
at all predisposed to come to a conclusion as 
to the causes of thern. The famous experi- 
ments of Schiapperelli, Richet Aksakof, 
Lombroso, and others are being continued 
privately by many other scientists of Europe 
who have become interested in the subject. 

The following interview was held with 
Evsapia, the medium, while the scientists 
were in session in Milan. She was found ina 
little hotel called L’Agnello. These small 
hotels in Italy are usually built with a court 
in the center. L’Agnello has small dining- 
rooms around the court, which have large 
windows opening on it. In summer these 
windows are all thrown open, tables are 
placed in the court, thus forming a large 
dining place, with smalier ones opening off 
from it. 

In one of these open rooms Eusapia sat eat- 
ing her dinner. She said the scientists did 
not allow her vsually to make experiments 
for others while they were making their in- 
vestigations. Eusapia isa lively little wom- 
an, about five feet tall, and weighs about 130 
pounds, She-certainly has no great amount 
of physical force to exert. This conversation 
then ensued :

KANSAS FARMERS APPEAL FOR SEED. 


Rain Falls in Many Sections and the Out- 
look Becomes Better. 

Topeka, Kas., Aug. 24.—[{Special.]—There 
are a great many letters coming to the Rail- 
road Commissioners appealing for seed wheat 
for fall sowing. Some of these appeals are 
for food. Recently the board sent out the 
request to all counties in Eastern Kansus to 
hold mass-meetihgs to procure grain for free 
distribution. So far only one county— 
Chautauqua—has responded. Many other 
counties have declined on the ground that 
they were unable, on account of the scarcity 
of wheat raised this year. As it looks now 
not more than one half of the farmers of 
Western Kansas will be able to secure seed 
wheat, to say nothing of bread, which they 
will need before the winter is over. 

Special bulletins to the State Board of Ag- 
riculture say there have been soaking rains 
throughout the cern district since Monday, 
and in consequence the condition of the crop, 
especially the late plant, has been greatly im- 
proved. 

Bioominetan, III., Aug. 24.—[Special.]— 
The Bloomington rainmakers, who had been 
at work a week, took down their gas spout and 
gave up their experiment in disgust. There 
seems to be no hope for the breaking of the 
destructive drought in sight. 

VIndINIA, III., Aug. 24.—[Special.]—A 
heavy rain fell here this morning, the first 
of any consequence since July 4. The corn 
will be only half a crop, due to the dry spell 
just broken. 

Decatur. Mich., Aug. 24.—[Special.]—The 
long-protracted drought in this section was 
broken today by a heavy rainfall, which will 
prove of great benefit to growing crops. 


GAMBLERS FURNISH CAMPAIGN FUNDS. 


Mayor Sullivan’s Committee in Indianapo- 
lis Collects for Election Expenses, 

InDIANAPOLIS, Ind., Aug. 24.—[Special.]—In 
face of the total baukruptey of this city, its un- 
bonded debt of $621,000 forcing the busi- 
ness’’ Democratic administration to borrow 
money at 8 per cent for current expenses, 

ayor Sullivan’s campaign committee has 
litle trouble to collect $25.000 to meet the 
expenses of the appreaching city election. 
“Bill” Tron, the boss gambler of 
Indianapolis, who has a monopoly of 
pool-room privileges, is backer of half the 
‘‘craps’”’ joints running in the city, and who 
has a well-equipped gambling den with faro, 
roulette, and other games above his saloon on 
Illinois street, has been called on for $5,000, 
which he has promised to raise. Each of the 
other big gambling houses, Walker’s, Zim- 
merman’s, Rahke’s, Lanham’s, Coy’s, 
Brande’s, ‘‘ The Howe,“ and others have been 
assessed $500 each. As there are about thir. 
ty of these the assessment will produce 815, 
000. This, with Tron’s $5,000. will make 
$20,000. Then each of the fifteen principal 
down-town saloons has been assessed $100 
and the smaller ones in proportion. It is un. 
derstood that the brewery syndicate will put 
up enough to make up $5,000 for the liquor 
interest. Thus the Sullivan managers have 
$25,000 needed by Chairman Taggart in 
conducting the campaign. 


WILL CAUSE MANY LEGAL CONTESTS. 


Old Soldiers Claim the Right to Locate in 
the Strip by Declaratio n. 

Arkansas City, Kas., Aug. 24.—There is a 
movement here among old soldiers to make 
a test case of their right to declare their in- 
tention of settling on any specified quarter in 
the strip.

RESULTS OF THE HALF-PARE RATE 
FOR ILLINOIS DAY. 


Certain Lines Fighting the Low Rate 
Agreement Which Applied te All State 
Days and Former Action Nullified in 
the Case of Utah—Order Issued Restor- 
ing Western Freight Rates = Only Ne- 
braska Ratlroad Extension This Year 


Opened and Ready for Business. 

As a result of the reduction made for II- 
linois day at the Fair the Western roads did 
an exceedingly large business yesterday and 
the day before. While none of the roads 
were overtaxed still they had all the business 
they could comfortably handle.

The resolution stated clearly that the same 
basis of rates as made for Illinois day should 
apply for all other State days at the World’s 
Fair. This was construed to mean at the 
time that no further action in regard to half. 
fare rates for State days was necessary, ex- 
cept to issue notice when tickets should be 


sold for such occasion. The sandbaggers now 
claim, however, that for every State day a 
proposition to make half-fare rates will have 
to be submitted for the vote of the various 
roads. One proposition to make such rate— 
for Utah day—has already been negatived. 
Another proposition to make half-fare rates 
for Missouri day is now being voted on and it 
is feared that it will be defeated by the 
vote of two or three of the roads. 
While a few of the roads are resorting to every 
means at their command, whether honorable 
or not, to prevent the making of low rates, to 
the detriment of everybody, these same roads 
are aiding and abetting the scalpers in secur- 
ing large supplies of tickets which are being 
sold at much less than half rates. There is 
evidently some conspiracy between the passen- 
ger men and the scalpers, as an open half-fare 
rate would seriously injure the business of the 
scalpers. 

There is every indication. however, that not- 
withstanding the effarts of the few sandbag- 

ers high rates cannot be maintained any 
onger. It is generally known that contracts 
at low rates are now bei made with Grand 
Army men by several of the roads, 
and such bitter feeling is being engendered be- 
tween the various association lines as to make 
it a question of a few days only when every 
road will sail in and make such rates as will 
secure it a fair proportion of the business. 

The trouble caused by the refusal of the 
association lines east of the Missouri to ac- 
cept the reduced transcontinental rates of the 
Union Pacific as basing rates is likely to dis- 
rupt the association.” The Alton and North- 
western seem to have decided to stand by the 
Union Pacific, and if others coptinue to ob- 
ject there will be a split that is sure to make 
the agreement inoperative for some time to 
come, 


WESTERN AGREEMENTS VIOLATED, 


Chairman Midgley Orders a Restoration of 
Freight Rates. 

A short time ago the Western Freight Asso- 
ciation adepted resolutions requiring strict 
conformity with the agreements. This neces- 
sitated the cancellation of rates which had 
subsequently been ſssued on shipments to in- 
terior points in Illinois and to Mississippi 


River ¢rossings,. It now appears that some of | 


the roads have entirely ignored the action 
taken by the association. Mr. Midgley has 
learned that lines interested in traffic to East 
St. Louis had met in the office of O. B. Wil- 
son, Chairman of Chicago and St. Louis 
Traffic Association, and agreed to a change in 
the arbitraries adopted at the April meeting 
of the association and reaffirmed May 17. 
This action was unknown to other parties and 
Chairman Midgley did not hear of it until a few 
days ago. It was taken by lines interested in 
Peoria and other interior Illinois points as 
justification for like independence on their 
part, and their cancellation notices did not 
include Illinois territory. It has been pointed 
out that Peoria can be reached by several 
roads not comprised in this association, and 
on that account it is claimed the traffic should 
be exempted. 

In a circular just issued Chairman Midgley 
says there can be no reason for the exclusion of 
business west of a line drawn from Bureau 
Junction to Peoria, or, in other words, beyond 
110 per cent territory. Traffic origi- 
nating in the East, when carried either 
in connection with the lakes or rail lines to 

intsin Illinois or on either bank of the 
Mississippi River, is inter-State, and comes 
within the jurisdiction of the Western Freight 
Association. Mr. Midgley therefore orders 
that all tariffs in conflict with his previous 
ruling, so far as territory west of thé 110 per 
cent points and on the Mississippi River north 
of East St. Louis is concerned, should 
be immediately canceled; and the re- 
quirements of that ruling be made applicable 
on all traffic * in connection with lake 
lines to the terrifory above named not later 
than Monday, Aug. 28. 


Southwestern Traffic Men in Session. 

The Southwestern Traffic Association expected 
ear the report of its several committees yes- 
te „ and a general meeting was called for that 
purpobe in the Victoria Hotel at 2:30 o’clock. 
Chairmarr@, W. Beade of the special committee 
stated that more time would be needed to perfect 
their report, and the meeting was adjourned 
until 10:30 this morning. It is probable 
that the trouble of the association with 
the Texas and Pacific for violation of

Canadian Pacific Refuses to Join. 

WIN NI RG, Man., Aug. 24.—The Canadian Pacific 
railway will not be represented at the meeting of 
representatives of transcontinental roads in Chi- 
cago the 28th inst., called by the Great Northern 
and Northern Pacific roads. The Canadian Pa- 
cific people claim that they had no hand in the 
disruption of the old arrangements and that the 
whole trouble was caused by the rival lines trying 
to injure their coast business, consequently they 
do not feel disposed to take any part in the effort 
to patch matters up. A Canadian Pacific official 
who was asked what the Canadian Pacific would 
do concerning the possible outcome of the meet- 
ing replied: ‘* We are just going to attend to our 
own business; for the present we will make rates 
to suit our interests and those who were so eager 
to disturb tariffs may, so far as we are concerned, 
fry in their own fat.” Ow to the position 
taken by the Conadian Pacific meeting above 
referred to has been postponed until Sept. 5. 


Reduced the Switching Charge. 

Dusvgue, Ia., Aug. 24.—[Special.]—The Mil- 
waukee road today granted a better switching 
fate to Eagle Point manufacturers than they 
were ordered by the Supreme Court.
